There were a few questions I would 
like to respond to about how the NWAC is 
operated. I had a reader ask, * why $L50?" 
Well, although we would enjoy being able to 
give copies away, we are not wealthy. Both of 
us ( the "production staff" ) are solely 
responsible for the costs attributed to this 'zine. 
Now, we're not trying to make anyone feel 
guilty for questioning the cover price, but so far 
we are running about $200.00 "in the red". The 
first edition of the NWAC cost about $400.00 
to produce; future runs will be slightly lower, 
because we won't be paying for a P.O. Box, 
long arm stapler, etc... At the end of this I will 
give a list of operating costs. 

Another concern that has been brought 
to my attention was the size of the 'zine (too 
few pages).... If you want a larger 'zine, it's 
simple, CONTRIBUTE!!! We started the 
NWAC with the intention of publishing 
people's thoughts, opinions, ideas,

1 think your argument has some validity, 
but I strongly disagree on the issue of difference 
between black people and white people. All people 
are not the same. Although this was not the intended 


argument for the previous article, I would be very 
happy to explain myself. 1 am not color blind in the 
physical sense, if a Black person and a white person 
were standing side by side, 1 would say there were 
"blatant" physical differences between the two 
people, the first thing that would catch my eye would 
be skin pigment. This is the exact reason 1 chose the 
comparison of black and white, does this difference 
in skin pigment qualify this person as not "one of 
your own"?

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A PERSPECTIVE FOR THE WORK TO ABOLISH CONTROL UNIT PRISONS 

by the Committee to End the Marion Lockdown 

More than 1,000,000 people are incarcerated by the United States, over 3,000,000 are 
under the control of the "Criminal" "Justice" "System," and about 10,000,000 are arrested 
yearly. Black people in the U.S. are imprisoned at a rate of about 900 per 100,000, which 
is about 7.5 times as often as white people in the U.S. and almost twice as often as Black 
people in South Africa. About one out of every four Black men will go to prison in his 
lifetime (this does not include jail, parole, probation, or arrest), about one out of every two 
Black men will be arrested, and there are more Black men aged 20-29 under control of 
the criminal justice system than there are Black men of all ages in college. Although there 
are many fewer women in prison, the imprisonment racial differential between Black and 
white women is even greater than between Black and white men. 

While huge numbers of people are going to prison, the crime rate is not decreasing, 
society is not becoming a "kinder and gentler" place, no one is being rehabilitated, and an 
entire nation of Black people is being criminalized. The "war on crime" of Lyndon 
Johnson has become the "war on drugs" of George Bush, but even the Los Angeles 
Times states that they are both quite simply a war on Black people. For example, a 
front-page article in this paper noted that while 80% of all drug users are white, 80% of all 
people who go to prison for using drugs are Black. 

The desperate conditions of life for Black people are widely understood by now by people 
likely to be reading this statement and thus need not be repeated here. Suffice it to say 
that many of these conditions are similar to those in the Third World. 

This nature of imprisonment along with these conditions of life can be seen as comprising 
genocide, as defined by the United Nations General Assembly, being imposed upon 
Black people by the United States. 

Prisons do not deter crime. Prisons do not rehabilitate people. And it costs far more to 
send a person to prison than to Harvard. The only function that an institution that fits this 
description can serve is as some kind of containment mechanism for people of color.

It is important for us to note that prisons should not be seen as an accident or as a 
"failure." Prisons only fail if their purpose is to prevent crime or to rehabilitate. If, on the 
other hand, the purpose of prisons is to contain people of color, they are succeeding at 
least temporarily. 

We believe that people of color will be the leading force for progressive change in the 
United States, and the world. They have historically always demonstrated the greatest 
tendency to pursue the creation of a just society within the borders of the United States 
and we see nothing that has changed this situation. Thus we oppose the use of prisons to 
blunt and destroy the potential insurgency of people of color. 
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It is in this context that control unit prisons can best be understood. Rebellion in society 
cannot be contained except by imprisonment. Rebellion within prisons cannot be 
contained except by control units. They are the prisons within the prison system. 

Although we were told that the United States Penitentiary at Marion would put all the 
violent prisoners in one prison and allow the rest of the system to loosen up, this has been 
a big lie. First, it is not the most violent prisoners who get sent to Marion; it is the most 
rebellious, the dissidents. Second, Marion has not loosened up the prison system. 

Rather, it has worked as an anchor to pull the rest of the prison system towards it in more 
and more restrictive prisons. 

When Marion was opened, no one could have known what it would become. It evolved 
gradually to become the most destructive prison in this history of the United States. Now 
they are planning a "new and improved" Marion in Florence. None of us now can say that 
we do not know what they are constructing there in the empty lands of Colorado. They 
are building what will become the most intensive life extinguishing prison that western 
"civilization" has ever produced. 

We are at an essential juncture. Although prisons in the United States have existed for 
200 years, now the government is making a conscious, systematic and deliberate attempt 
to qualitatively shift the meaning and nature of imprisonment by generating more and 
more of these control unit prisons. They are attempting to create a new order, a new order 
with an iron fist. It is their experiment and thus our battle. Both the nuildings and the 
associated ideology must be combatted. 

We oppose control unit prisons for three main reasons. First, they are brutal and no 
human being should be forced to live under such brutal conditions, conditions that kill the 
body and deaden the soul; conditions so horrendous that to experience them minimizes 
the chances that one will ever emerge human again. These conditions degrade and 
brutalize not only those they incarcerate but those in whose name they are built. And we 
in CEML say no control units may be built in our name! Second, these prisons are 
generating a new model and ideology that will proliferate unless we stop them and stop 
them fast. Finally, as the capstone of the prison system, these control unit prisons are one 
of the ultimate attempts of the system of white supremacy to sustain itself. For these three 
reasons, and many others, we oppose control unit prisons. 

The question is, will North Americans ever say enough is enough? Now we are fighting 
level 6 prisons. Perhaps our grandchildren will be fighting level 9 prisons. And to what 
effect? Will crime be deterred? Will inequality be minimized? Will enfranchisement 
increase as these monster prisons come to dominate our lives? 

Those of us who are progressive cannot hope to be building a new society, a society 
based on human values rather than greed and exploitation, unless we face squarely this 
new level of terror being constructed by the government to operate in our name. To fight 
against control unit prisons is not a negative act. It is a life-affirming act, an act that can 
facilitate the pursuit of a new society. All of us must, in one way or another, be involved in 
such a pursuit.

I'm an Anarchist & I Vote 

Recently, Flyers have been appearing around Seattle and elsewhere about an 
anarchist-organized "boycott" of the 1992 elections. I want to explain exactly why I 
refuse to fall in line with this boycott. 

Fist of all, it should be recognized that there is a wide range of beliefs within 
anarchism. I personally consider myself an "evolutionary" anarchist as opposed to a 
revolutionary anarchist; that is a lack of government is the eventual end I strive for, 
not a means to something else. For me, anarchy doesn’t mean "out of control", it 
means "out o f their control". Having said that, I want to explore the various reasons 
some anarchists have given why we should not vote: 

1. "Voting acknowledges the authority of the state." I disagree. I think it is by 
obeying the laws and authority figures of the state against our will that we acknowledge 
its authority. How many anarchists refuse to vote, but still obey stop signs for 
example. 

2. "What is the point in voting when we are forced to choose the lesser of two evils?" 
Good point. I would counter by saying that, sometimes I vote to thumb my nose at the 
two party system by voting for third party candidates who are being ignored by the 
corporate controlled press, and sometimes, by voting we can lessen the authority of the 
state, for example, by voting for the marijuana legalization initiative, or by voting for 
people such as Libertarians who want to dismantle the government bureaucracy. Jerry 
Brown has been talking about such things as worker ownership of industry and 
opposing the war on drugs during his campaign; these things any anarchist would 
support. If Jerry Brown were to win the election, we would move in the direction of 
anarchy, whereas with George Bush, the New World Order and control of government 
by mega-corporations will continue. 

3. "Vote with a brick!!!" Different strokes for different folks. Like I said, I am an 
evolutionary not a revolutionary anarchist. If you want to throw bricks great! But 
don't oppress the rest of us with your dogma. 

4. "Anarchists should ignore government and instead work through autonomous 
collectives or finding other ways for self-empowerment. " I agree with the second part. 
But by ignoring the government, it's not going to go away. If anything, the 
multinational corporations will consolidate their control over it. Even if the boycott 
were 90% successful, the other 10%, consisting of rich corporate CEOs, bankers, 
yuppie scum, and what not , will still vote, and where would that leave us? The state 
would not collapse, it would solidify, and Big Brother would be in complete control. 
There would be no Bemie Sanders or Henry Gonzales to keep the George Bushes in 
check. To me , voting for the lesser of two evils is better than not voting, and letting 
the worse of two evils win. 

I am not trying to convince anyone to vote who has made up their mind not to. 
More power to you! But I am expressing my opinion to let those people who feel 
oppressed by all the flyers telling them matter of factly that anarchist should not vote, 
that some of us don't feel that way.

DON’T VOTE;REVOLT/BOYCOTT '92 

Soon another election year will be upon us and the media will pray 
once more to the false god of democracy and we will have to ask ourselves 
seriously: will we jump through the hoops of the ruling- class like usual or 
will we fight back and expose the fraud of elections?

Our president becomes the most 
powerful person in the world, with the hand on the nuclear trigger, yet 
once in office he listens only to the status quo and there is nothing we can 
do to change his position. In a truly just and equal society people would 
make the decisions themselves, in America we are forced to pick a virtual 
dictator and then smile about it because this is the land of the free. 

All you liberal reformers out there need to wake the fuck up! We 
cannot progress or even survive merely by voting the lesser of two evils, 
when you vote you are sending a message that you condone the system, 
legitimates it, and sustains it.

The widely promoted election boycott provides the anarchist 
movement nothing more than another pathetic slogan. If, instead of an 
anarchist exodus from society, there grew an anarchist influence, like a 
malignant tumor on the body of the state, we could further our goal of a 
self-managed life. Every person that drops out of society concedes their 
power to a smaller circle of rulers. The revolution will take a while to 
mature into a state toppling force; to aid in its growth not only takes 
individual and collective work in the community, but also an open 
atmosphere. Such an atmosphere would dwindle quicker under 
conservative power than liberal. 

I must sound like a real reformist, but don't get me wrong: The real 
struggle is in the days when elections don't occur. I am much more 
enthusiastic about someone's accomplishments in these days than the one 
day where they cast their ballot. My point is: if voting is so easy then treat 
it like the technicality it is. Whether you vote or not, someone will be 
elected.

FETISH FOR GENOCIDE 
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WHAT IS POPULISM? 

ANSWERS TO COMMONLY ASKED QUESTIONS 

Founded in 1984 as the political arm of the anti-Semitic Liberty Lobby, the 
modem Populist Party is a vehicle for various neo-Nazi, Ku Klux Klan, Christian 
Identity, and other bigoted organizations to impact the mainstream through electoral 
activity. Perennial neo-Nazi candidate David Duke was the Populist Party's 1988 
Presidential choice. The party's first chairman was former Mississippi Klansman 
Robert Weems. As was the case with the Populist Party in 1984 and 1988, today we 
can identify a constellation of bigots who are in the top leadership positions of this 
political party and a variety of other quasi-fascist organizations. If you doubt the 
facts, look them up for yourself. Behind every genuinely concerned "patriot" a Klan 
recruiter is waiting. 

While it is true that many individuals involved in the so-called "Christian 
Patriot," or "Populist" movement are not racists or anti-Semites, the leadership, 
financial backing, and religious foundations for the movement draw upon a history of 
violent bigotry. Today's "Populists" who claim a common lineage with late 19th 
century 
farm pro- 
ments are 
the sort, 
more in 
with mur- 

cist movements of the 1940's and Jim Crow segregationists of the American South. 

In fact, the current presidential candidate for the Populist Party, James "Bo" 
Gritz, has persistent and extensive relations with racists and anti-Semites. The 
September, 1992 issue of Soldier of Fortune documents much of what we say below, 
and even some of what we' don't! For example: 

* Gritz announced his current presidential bid at Christian Identity leader Pete 
Peter's 1991 Bible Camp, saying, "I'm telling you that he (God) has given us all that 
we need. He's given us the likes of Pete Peters, he's given us the likes of the Identity 
Christian movement." Peters recently authored a booklet called, Intolerance of, 
Discrimination Against, and the Death Penalty For Homosexuals which claims the 
Bible advocates state-sponsored murder of gays and lesbians. Gritz again referred to 
Peters as a "righteous man" at a speaking event in Wilsonville, Oregon on January 11, 
1992. 

* On July 13, 1991, Gritz was a featured speaker at the First National Christian 
Heritage Conference in Reidsville, North Carolina. Featured with Gritz were Aryan 
Nations's attorney Kirk Lyons and Identity leader Richard Kelly Hoskins. Hoskins is the 
author of a book titled Vigilantes Of Christendom : The Story of the Phineas 
Priesthood. Released in 1990, Hoskin's book includes gleeful accounts of racist and 
anti-semitic murders, describing such acts as the ultimate "obedience to Biblical 
Law." Hoskins reserves his highest praise for the activities of such terrorist groups 
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"Pete Peters has given us all that we need... 
Intolerance of. Discrimination Against, and the 
Death Penalty for Homosexuals.”

WHAT IS THE CHRISTIAN IDENTITY MOVEMENT? 

Christian Identity is a peculiar, splinter theology which derives from the notion that 
the "Lost Tribes of Israel" are in fact the peoples of Northern Europe and that they are God's 
"chosen," predestined to rule. Other peoples are either "non-Adamic," "mud-people," who 
might find salvation in Christ but will always be inferior, or, in the case of Jews, children 
of the devil. 

Though there are several varieties of "Identity" believers, some of whom even 
specifically reject the term "Identity," all subscribe to some degree of racist and/or anti- 
Semitic belief. Even when they deny it.- For instance, Randy Weaver, involved in a ten day 
siege with federal officials near Naples, Idaho has been defended as a "white separatist" to 
counter charges of white supremacy leveled at him. This tactic is little more than an effort 
to seek mainstream approval for white racial domination under the cloak of a rugged, 
individualism born of Old west mythology. 

Most Identity believers place race at the center of all theological and political debate. 
The Idaho-based Church of Jesus Christ Christian-Aryan Nations is probably the best 
known group of this sort. Another variety of the Identity movement styles itself as "believers 
in a Kingdom message," placing "personal salvation through Christ" as their first priority. 
However, they also support the idea that faithful whites will be rewarded as the rulers of 
God's Kingdom on earth. Still, many "Kingdom believers" persist with the notion that white 
domination is somehow not racist. Pastor Mike Watson's Kingdom Covenant College in 
Southern Oregon is an example of this trend. 

Also common to many Identity believers is the promotion of simplistic conspiracy 
theories that scapegoat Jews and blame blacks, Hispanics, women, and gays and lesbians 
for a many, if not most, of the world’s problems. Many of the organizations supporting the 
Populist Party fall into this category, and it is through the religious networks of Identity 
Christianity that many people become familiar with the white supremacist movement in 
the Pacific Northwest 
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THE POLITICAL APPARATUS 

James "Bo" Gritz’s Oregon campaign organizer is Richard Flowers, head of the Boring, 
Oregon Christian Patriot Association. In an interview with the Clackamas County (Oregon) 
Review, Flowers stated, 

' Xrod created man for woman period. The Oregon Citizen’s Alliance 
(a homophobic group sponsoring an anti-gay and lesbian initiative 
in Oregon-ed.) has a good start on the homo issue , but I don't think 
they have gone far enough. The bible says to stone them, but I'm not 
sure we could get away with that in today's society, but you really 
wouldn't need to shoot too many of them to get the point across." 

In the same interview, Flowers also says that, " Blacks in general have a lower 1 . Q. than 
whites, and most want to just come in and take over without establishing anything themselves. " 
Flowers is fond of expressing incredulity when he is accused of promoting racism. But he has 
also criticized Gritz for fathering two children with an Asian woman, although he claims this 
happened a long time ago and that Gritz has since changed.

*Gritz spoke recently in Billings, Montana with Martin J. "Red" Beckman, a man he 
has praised on numerous occasions. Best known for his role in the tax-protest and broader 
Christian Patriot movements, in The Church Deceived, Beckman wrote of the Holocaust, 

'They talk about the terrible Holocaust of Hitler's Nazi Germany. Was 
that not a judgement upon a people who believe Satan is their 
god?...The true and almighty God used the evil Nazi government to 
perform judgement upon the evil Anti-Christ religion of those who 
had crucified the Christ." 

* Through the Nevada-based Center for Action, Gritz distributes material by noted 
anti-Semite Eustace Mullins. In his book, The Biological Jew, Mullins says that " Throughout 
history, we find the Jew entwined about the reproductive organs of the gentile host like 
a parasitic vine which is slowly strangling a healthy tree . " 

* Nord Davis, Gritz’s choice for Secretary of Defense, on equal application of the law: 

"The most difficult hurdle to get over in Scripture is the awesome fact that the Law was given 
only to one people, Israel, not to everyone on earth...Thus the Negroes in Africa, who clearly 
are not of Israel, are not under the Law and there is no need to make an effort to get them 
saved . 
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* John Weaver, chosen by Gritz for the office of Attorney General, views the U.S. 
as controlled by "Moloch religion," a "power" and "money" religion. Weaver has made 
clear his view that Jews are behind this "Satanic" religion. Gritz chose Weaver to head 
the Justice Department because of Weaver's ability to insure that "our laws should 
reflect the morality of God’s law." 

PARTY PRINCIPLES? 

* The platform of the Populist Party states that the party, "will halt the 
illegal immigrant invasion, and limit all legal immigration to those from countries 
sharing our European, Christian roots. While the organization declares itself to be 
opposed to "racism," they also believe that, "most discrimination- today is against 
European-Americans " and that, " A vengeful civil rights industry.. .has institutional- 
ized "affirmative action," quotas, racial preferences in educational admissions and 
job promotions, and other racist programs. " ( "The Platform of the Populist 

Party, "published in the party organ, The Populist Observer, October 1991).

THE WASHINGTON STATE KLAN/NAZI CONNECTION 

* In Washington State, several noted neo-Nazi's and Klan organizers play key roles 
in Gritz's campaign. Kim Badynski, Grand Dragon of the Tacoma-based Northwest 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, is Sergeant-at -Arms for the Washington State Populist 
Party. Badynski is also the sole representative to the National Party for the Washington 
state chapter- the vehicle for Gritz's Washington campaign. On his telephone hate-line 
Badynski is fond of making comments about "seed of Satan” Jews, refers to Mexican 
immigrants as "sub-human" and describes Nazi Germany as a "white Christian revival." 

Washington State Populist Party chair Harry Schmidt, listed as the Washington 
State contact for the Gritz campaign, has expressed similar views in public testimony 
before several congressional committees. Denying the occurrence of the Holocaust 
before two separate committees, Schmidt referred to the Nazi Swastika as the 
"earliest Christian symbol" and to Klan cross-burnings as "a Christian practice" in 
testimony before the Senate Law and Justice Committee. These views are held by the 
violent wing of the Identity movement which includes the Church of Jesus Christ 
Christian- Aryan Nations based in Hayden Lake, Idaho.

Wave of Assassinations Hits El Salvador 

Has the Dirty War Begun? 


a s labor activist Ivan Ramirez sat peacefully 
with two friends at a restaurant table on the 
morning of July 31, a group of heavily armed 
men approached, singled him out, and shot 
him six times at point blank range. He died 
shortly afterwards. The assassination 
followed a series of telephone death threats, 
warning Ramirez to desist from his union 
activities; one caller identified himself as 
“mano blanca" (white hand), the traditional 
signature of the death squads. In March, 
four men armed with machine guns 
searched his home, forcing his wife and 
children to lie face down on the floor. 

Bam irpT.’ assassination came amidst a 
wave of death squad-style assaults. The 
stepped up violence follows close on the 


heels of a successful general strike on July 
13 and 14. Many of the victims were active in 
the labor movement, or involved in contro- 
versial land tenure or human rights issues. 
Trade union secretaries of conflict, who are 
responsible for organizing strikes and 
ne g otia ting for their unions, were targets of 
several attacks. As Secretary of Conflicts for 
The National Union Federation of Salvadoran 
Workers (FENASTRAS), Ramirez played a 
role in several politically charged strikes and 
organizing battles, including a July construc- 
tion workers strike, and an or ganizin g drive 
at the ADOC shoe factory last winter, which 
management attempted to crush by firing 
6,000 employees.

New Agreements Signed

During the month of August, El 
Salvador’s peace process weathered yet 
another crisis. Tensions mounted as the 
government once again failed to meet a 
series of deadlines, and programs to help ex- 
combatants of the Farabundo Marti National 
Liberation Front (FMLN) re-integrate into 
ci vilian society lagged drastically behind 
schedule. As a result, a substantial portion 
of the first 20% of the FMLN’s combatants, 
who disarmed and left their encampments 
on July 1, began to return to the camps in 
search of food and shelter. Conditions did 
not exist for the second 20% increment to 
disarm on July 31 as scheduled. Meanwhile, 
a wave of death squad violence threatened 
to undermine the peace process entirely 1 


(see accompanying article). 

Marrack Goulding, U.N. Secretary 
Adjunct for Peacekeeping Missions, arrived 
in El Salvador on August 13 for five days of 
meetings with the government and the 
FMLN. The government acknowledged only 
certain “delays” and denied the existence of 
a crisis, claiming that Goulding’s visit was 
“routine" and that the FMLN was manufac- 
turing a crisis in order to justify postponing 
the disarming of the second 20% of its 
troops. The FMLN maintained that the crisis 
was real, pointing out that Goulding, who is 
also in charge of peacekeeping in the former 
Yugoslavian republics, would hardly be likely 
to make an unnecessary trip.

The government routinely attributes the 
killings to common criminals. Although El 
Salvador is experiencing a crime wave, 
opposition activists charge that many 
incidents are in fact politically motivated. 
In comments to reporters, Francisco Veliz 
of the Political Commission of the 
Farabundo Marti National Liberation Front 
(FMLN) noted that the right wing is often 
involved in crimes attributed to common 
delinquency. "They want to cloak the dirty 
war in common crime,” he explained. 
Gerson Martinez, also of the FMLN Political 
Commission, suggested that “it seems there 
is a dark plan to not fight crime, with 
the objective of showing a vacuum of 
authority.” 

in an August 12 communique, the 
General Command of the FMLN denounced 
the “escalation of attacks against life and 
human rights." The FMLN noted that 
members of the Army and the “rural 
patrols,” (civilian units commanded by the 
Army), as well as right wing activists, have 
been warning that after October 31 they will 
annul the accords and launch a campaign of 


violence against the FMLN and the 
opposition. 

The FMLN called on President Alfredo 
Cristiani to carry out a thorough investiga- 
tion, adding that this would almost certainly 
entail taking action against members of the 
military and the right wing. According to 
the communique, investigations should also 
focus on groups such as the Crusade for 
Peace and Work and the Civic Movement for 
a Free El Salvador, who have taken out paid 
advertisements opposing the peace accords. 
Noting the inadequacy of the Salvadoran 
police and judicial systems, the FMLN 
called for an expanded role for the human 
rights division of the U.N. Mission to El 
Salvador (ONUSAL). 

The FMLN was far from alone in 
expressing concern. In his traditional 
Sunday homily, Auxiliary Bishop Gregorio 
Rosa Chavez asked, “how much of this 
violence is intentionally provoked in order 
to sabotage the peace process? It is a 
question those in a position to investigate 
should answer.” 

Meanwhile, a local radio station broad- 
cast reports of a plan to assassinate 
political and social opposition leaders, as 


well as religious figures. The station cited 
“well informed" sources, who say there is a 
list of 600 names who will be targeted by 
cells made up of members of the Army, the 
ruling Nationalist Republican Alliance party 
(ARENA), and the wealthy elite. 

Writing in the San Salvador daily Diario 
Latino, columnist Guillermo Sanchez asked, 
“has the dirty war begun?” According to 
Sanchez, the right wing had planned to wait 
until after the FMLN completed disarming, 
and then launch a campaign to annihilate 
the opposition. But advances in implement- 
ing the peace agreements prompted the 
. right to move forward the massacre 
programmed for October. 

Whether or not a coordinated plan 
exists, it is clear that if the wave of violence 
continues, it will jeopardize the ability of 
the opposition to organize freely, and make 
it extremely hazardous for the FMLN to 
disarm as scheduled in the peace accords. If 
there is not a prompt investigation leading 
to the punishment of those responsible, the 
FMLN and other democratic sectors will be 
forced, the FMLN warned, to “take into 
their own hands the defense of life and the 
peace process.”

the Ministry of Public Works (ATMOP) 
and a Secretary of Finances in the FMLN 
Municipal Council in Santa Ana. The men 
asked to see Jaco’s documents, then told 
him “this is the time to die,” and fired 
several times, fatally wounding him in the 
chest The attackers tried to steal a 
briefcase full of documents. According to 
the FMLN, the attack occurred after the 
mayor of Santa Ana ordered police to 
investigate members of ATMOP and 
FMLN leaders. 

■ On August 6, Roberto Anaya, who 
was in charge of transportation for the 
FMLN Municipal Council of Santa Ana 


and also a member of ATMOP, was killed 
in the streets of Santa Ana. 

■ Sergio Eduardo Conrado Sandoval,

■ Numerous corpses with bullet 
wounds and signs of torture have turned 
up in public places. The assassinations 
were carried out in a style characteristic 
of the death squads. 
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On August 19, according to a press 
release from the U.N. Observer Mission to El 
Salvador (ONUSAL), the two sides agreed to 
“a series of concrete and urgent measures 
to guarantee the accelerated execution of 
the delayed peace accords.” Although dates 
for a variety of agreements were adjusted, 
both sides reaffirmed their commitment to 
comply with aD of the agreements pro- 
grammed for October 31, the date estab- 
lished in the original accords for the 
implementation of the majority of agree- 
ments ami the disarming and re- incorpora- 
tion into civilian society of all of the FMLN’s 
combatants. The U.N. Secretary General will 
evaluate the situation on September 16, and 
present a report and recommendations to 
the Security Council Among the most 
important agreements are the following: 

■ The complete concentration of the 
forces of the FMLN in their encampments, 
and the delivery of all of their arms to 

ONUSAL. 

■ The initiation of programs for the re- 
incorporation of FMLN combatants into 
civilian society. Short-term programs will 
be implemented, including the provision of 
beds, stoves, dishes and other household 
goods, as well as basic agricultural equip- 
ment for combatants in rural areas. The 
design of medium-term programs will be 
finalized. Medium and long-term programs 
are particularly important because the 
FMLN has consistently emphasized that its 
noops must be given the opportunity for 
real development, not simply subsistence. 

■ The beginning of courses at the 
National Academy of Public Security, and 
the implementation of measures to ensure 
that the Academy’s new headquarters are 
completed and that the new National 
Civilian Police Force (PNC) begins to 
function as soon as possible. The PNC is a 
cornerstone of the peace process because it 
replaces the old, repressive security forces 
and ensures that public security will never 
again become a pretext for repression. 
According to the agreements* 20% Of the 
new force must be made. up if FMLN ex- 
combatants. Delays around Reformation 
and training of the PNC are among those 
which the FMLN views as the mostserious. 

During the past month, the government 
belatedly complied with several other 
provisions related to the PNC. On July 31, 
President Alfredo Cristiani swore in business- 
man Jose Maria Monterrey as head of the PNC, 
as wefl as eight members of the first adminis- 
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trative council of the Public Security Academy. 
Classes are scheduled to begin on August 31 
for the first group of 330 recruits. 

■ The initiation of the process of 
transferring state lands which have 
already been verified, the adoption of 
special measures to facilitate the verifica- 
tion of the land inventory presented by the 
FMLN to the Special Agrarian Commission 
Of the Commissionfor the Consolidation of 
Peace ( COPAZ), and negotiations for the 
purchase of these lands by the state for 
their subsequent transfer. 

Land has been a major sticking point 
throughout the peace process, and is pivotal 
to the question of the re-incorporation of 
FMLN combatants into civilian society, 
since the majority of ex- combatants are 
peasant farmers. According to the original 
agreements, state lands and land in zones 
controlled by the FMLN would be purchased 
by the government for transfer to FMLN 
combatants and civilian communities who 
fanned land in the FMLN zones during the 
war. The FMLN prepared an inventory of 
lands which should have fallen under this 
provision, and revised it after the govern- 
ment disputed the initial claims. Verifica- 
tion of the revised inventory has been 
delayed by government representatives on 
COPAZ (a body which includes representa- 
tives from the FMLN, the government and 
the political parties in the National 
Assembly). 

■ Special dispositions for the rapid re- 
establishment of public administration in 
conflictive zones, and the definition of a 
special security regimen in the same 
areas. 

During the war, mayors in conflictive 
areas of the country left their towns, and 
the communities developed their own 
democratic town councils. The return of the 
mayors has been one of the government’s 
key demands; the FMLN and the communi- 
ties have no objections provided the mayors 
work cooperatively with the existing 
community councils. In a number of cases, 
however, mayors returned to work success- 
fully with their communities, only to have 
the government undermine their efforts. In 
the town of Suchitoto, for example, the 
mayor, the FMLN and the community 
formed a joint committee to direct recon- 
struction projects. The mayor was told that 
the town would receive no government 
reconstruction funds unless he withdrew 
from the committee. When he refused, he 
was removed from his position as National- 
ist Republican Alliance (ARENA) party 



Secretary General for Suchitoto, although 
he remains as mayor. 

The special security regimen for the 
conflictive zones has been another point of 
contention. According to the peace agree- 
ments, the PNC was to be responsible for 
creating a mechanism to police the zones, 
which are inhabited primarily by civilian 
supporters of the FMLN. Since the PNC was 
not formed on schedule, the FMLN, 
ONUSAL, and community leaders agreed to 
form local security commissions made up of 
FMLN combatants. The government tried to 
portray the commissions as bands of thugs; 
claiming that the commissions terrorized 
communities and — despite ONUSAL’s 
involvement — that they violated the 
accords since FMLN members in the 
commissions operated outside of the 
designated encampments. In reality, the 
commissions simply performed a necessary 
service, with the knowledge and approval of 
ONUSAL; if a new mechanism is created to 
provide the same service, they will become 
unnecessary. 

■ The adoption qf legislative and other 
measures to replace the current Territorial 
Service Law voith a new Military Service 
Law. The formulation of a Military Service 
law has been the subject of heated debate 
in the National Assembly. COPAZ had 
formulated the law with a ceiling on the 
number of recruitment centers, but before 
it came to the floor, legislators from the 
ruling Nationalist Republican Alliance party 
(ARENA) removed the limit. Opposition 
deputies warned that the altered law could 
open the way for increasing militarization, 
but it passed with the support of ARENA 
and its allies. 

ARENA also tried to distort other 
legislation related to the peace accords. On 
July 3 1, the Assembly passed reforms to the 
electoral code which open the way for the 
FMLN to become a legal political party; 
ARENA tried but ultimately failed to 
include language which would have given 
the Electoral Tribunal veto power over the 
FMLN’s legalization. A Consumer Protection 
Law, aimed at providing consumer safe- 
guards and softening the impact of eco- 
nomic adjustment programs, passed the 
Legislative Assembly but was returned by 
President Cristiani with changes signifi- 
cantly weakening its content The revised 
bill is currently under debate in the 
Assembly. 

On paper, the August 19 agreements 
resolve some of the most important points

of disagreement between the FMLN and the 
government, and set new dates for some of 
the most serious lapsed deadlines. But their 
true significance will be determined by the 
extent to which they are implemented. 
Agreements signed on June 16 also repro- 
grammed lapsed deadlines and ended an 
earlier crisis; just over a month later, 
however, it became apparent that the 
government would fail to meet many of the 
adjusted deadlines, and the process entered 
into its most recent crisis. 

Investigations conducted by two human 
rights groups created through the peace 
accords win be another test of the 
government’s willingness to comply with the 
accords. The Ad Hoc Commission, whose 
mandate is to review the records of all Army 
officers, requested an extension of its 
investigatory period by one month, through 
September 22; human rights groups have 
been calling for an extension and the FMLN 


has approved it, but the government has 
not. The Truth Commission, created to 
investigate human rights cases from both 
sides, opened its office on August 10 to hear 
denunciations from the public. The 
government has presented claims against 
the FMLN, but it remains to be seen if it will 
cooperate in investigations into the vastly 
greater number of human rights cases 
attributable to the Army. 

Each advance in the peace process 
encounters stiff opposition from the 
extreme right in the Army and ARENA, and 
the current agreements are not likely to be 
an exception. The right wing is already 
stepping up its opposition to peace by 
escalating its “dirty war” against the 
opposition. The next month will be critical 
in determining whether the October 31 
deadline can indeed be met, or whether yet 
another set of re-scheduled agreements will 
be required. 

As it has been at every stage in the 
process, international pressure continues to 


You Can 3IaUe A Difference! 


When Congress reconvenes on 
September 8 after the Labor Bay recess, 
the Senate Foreign Operations Subcom- 
mittee will begin marking up language 
for the 1993: foreign aid bill. Sen. Patrick 
Leahy (D-VT) , who chairs the subcom- 
mittee, is reportedly open to oitting 
military aid. A letter to Leahy from Sens. 
Arien Specter (R-PA) and Dennis 
DeConcini (D-AZ) is currently circulat- 
ing inthe Senate, caDingfor; 

■ the transfer of all military aid into 
the “Demobilization and Transition 
Fund* to aipport the transition of 
combatant from both sides to productive 
civilian life; 

■ long Tange development and 
economic aid to fund reconstruction 
pnyects agreed to by consensus among 
Salvadorans; 

■ flexibilit y on the part of AID in 
seeking a variety of funding channels, 
with particular emphasis on those which 
have demonstrated theirability to help 
the poorest Salvadorans. 

Senators are being asked to sign the 
letter, which will then be given to Leahy. 

After Leahy’s subcommittee marks up 
the bill, it wQl move quickly to the 
Appropriations Committee, and then to 
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the Senate floor; heated debate is likely 
in both phases. Ifit passes, the bill must 
thmi be reconciiedwith the House 
version, which includes $11 million in 
military aid and very vague language on 
economic aid. Finally, once the bill 
passes Congress, it faces the possibility 
of aveto by President Bush. 

Because a fight is likely at nearly 
every level, it is extremely important 
that all Gongresspersons hear front their 
constituents. In addition, 
Congresspersons should hear of the 
human rights situation in: El Salvador, 
and use their influence to pressure 
Cristiani.

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be an important component U.S. military 
aid is sending a message of support to the 
very sectors who are carrying out the “dirty 
war." Meanwhile, UJ3. economic aid is 
bolstering the government in its efforts to 
control the process of reconstruction. 
Several European countries have set 
conditions on their aid, requiring that it be 
used to fond projects agreed to by consen- 
sus among Salvadorans. Some U.S. Senators 
are considering similar language, which 
would prevent the government from 
manipulating the process as it did in 
Suchitoto. In addition, the Senate may vote 
to end military aid. In September, both 
houses of Congress will vote on a foreign aid 
package for 1993 (see box). In light of its 
timing, that vote will have a powerful 
impact on the Salvadoran peace process.

BLACK BLOCK 


NWAC- Originally I was going to write about something 
entirely different, but this weekend stirred up al lot of other stuff. 
The past two weeks I've been going to all the black block meetings for 
this Columbus day shebang, planning and talking about it and making 
our costumes, and apparently there's a bit of a media hush; they didn't 
present the facts or any footage of the actual conflict, perhaps because 
it would make a lot of people look really bad. 

The black block is a European protest tactic that falls 
somewhere between a peaceful demonstration and guerilla warfare. 
The participants all dress in black, wear hats and masks, to avoid 
being singled out by the police. I doubt if we came too close to 
matching the European's tactics, but it was a first for most of us, and 
we were definitely unprepared for the numbers and ruthlessness of our 
opposition. 

For all our clumsiness, maybe we got a few things 
accomplished. The planned landing of the mock Columbus boat 
didn't happen, due to the two thousand people and the peace fleet 
blocking the way. 

I don't want to try to describe everything that happened step by 
step. I'd suggest you contact the black block-get some literature and 
throw your own riot. It's not like a peaceful demonstration; you 
attack the cops, and they attack you. All you have is the group, and 
they've got guns and sticks and riot gear, and sort of know what 
they're doing. The best way that I can describe how it felt was that 
we were a peasant mob, dressed in black rags, and we were going up 
against an army. I wrote a poem about it all that perhaps says more 
than a documentary could I watched my friends and fellow anarchist 
get beat up and run down, and saw some turn and run long before we 
were dispersing. Seems our group was cut about in half after the first 
rush and round of Molotov cocktails.

On the whole, I am terribly impressed that we actually got this 
off the ground, and that people attacked the cops and risked 
themselves for their cause. It said "Hey, we're here, and we will 
fight." That scared them. When we first rushed down a hill towards 
their block they were afraid, even though they outnumbered us and 
had sticks and helmets and guns. Next time I riot, I will follow their 
example and arm myself. When I first became involved in the 
anarchist movement I was totally non-violent, and believed that 
education and example, sort of a personal form of not supporting the 
systems, though not trying to kill them, was enough. As things 
become more and more oppressive, and the more I see of how fucked 
over the majority of the people on this planet are, I am inclined to 
complete militant anarchy. It's not enough to sit back and wait for 
things to change. We have to storm the Bastille in America, follow 
their revolution. What if the French peasants had sat still and 
contented themselves with being completely fucked over by their 
monarches? They'd still be in that situation today - nothing will 
change if we don't change it. I've had enough talk and drunken 
bitching about how fucked we are and how much we hate America 
and all it stands for. If you really hate it so much and just cant stand 
it any longer, and really believe in what you bitch about, wouldn't it 
be a small sacrifice to get beat up or spend a couple nights in jail? 
How far will you go? I know quite a few supposed anarchists all over 
the bay area, and when it came down to a struggle, their were a lot of 
absences. What I'm saying is that we should all define what our 
beliefs really are , then follow through on them, and maybe risk a 
little security and comfort for the things we claim are important to us. 
You dig? Down here in the bay area we already have meeting spots 
and action planned should Bush get weird and throw bombs on people 
or get re-elected. We have planning meetings when stuff like this 
Columbus gig come up so that we can try to organize ourselves 
enough to be a threat. So give it some thought, and produce some 
action. If you sit still you are allowing capitalistic, republican, 
conservative money-junkies rule your life!!!
